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LIQUOR ACT OF ALBERTA 


\ A synopsis of the Prohitition vill | 
ito be submitted to the clectors on 
{July 21, 1915,-and which, if pass:d, 


1.—Purpose of the ‘Act: 


To prohibit th: sale or gift of in: 
; toxicating liquors within the Prov 
ince of Alberta except for other than 
beverage purposes, and to restrict 
fd-NbTT JI oanqgosynuvw ay.  yziqiyoud 
the consumption of intoxicating liy- 
uor within the province. It ‘doas not 
by any brewer or distiller, nor does 
4t prohibit its sal2 ty him to any 
person without the province, as thes” 
privileges are granted him by Dom 


inion statute. Nor dogs the Act 
prohibit the consumption cf liquor 
in one’s own home, provided the 


liquor was not secured within the 
Province, and does not exc2ed a fixed 
amount at any one t'me. Having 
possession of a quantity larger thon 
this maximum amount shall render 
any private individual to prosccut- 
ion under this Act. In this way the 
in@ividual liberty is secur:d while 
mae retail trade of liquor is: restrict- 
ed.

| The Lieutenant Governor in Coun-

the amounts sold and received, and 
jthe purpose for which they were sold 
and received, accompanied ‘by a 
to the attorney yeneral's department 
by the vendor and applicant month- 
ly; and such records shall at all 
times be open for inspection. Con- 
‘sumption of liquor as a beverage on 
the premises of the vendor is absol- 
utely prohibited,
